TH A N IN AMERICA

probably escape our American 


torrid hot spells of summer and our 
blizzardy winters, extremes o( -heat 
3n I cold In France being lens severe. 
They may expect, however, periods 
of sustained cold In tho trenches, ('old i 
Of the moist, penetrating character 
peculiar to the continental climate of 
northern Europe, but in general no 
startling change from weather eondi- 
tIons at home. 
An exhaustive study of the subject 
by Preston G. Day, chief of the clima­ 
tological division of the Weather Bu­ 
reau. shows that winter in northern 
France is not so severe from tie stand­ 
point of low temperatures, but there 
is a constancy of moderately cold w ea­ 
ther which Is not usually experienc ed 
in the United States. 
Rather low tem- 
peratures sometimes occur there, hut 
Bilch extremity of cold weather as has 
been experienced this winter in the 
United States is unknown. 
The cold­ 
est weather of record 
in 
Northern 
France ranges from about aero. Faren- 
heit. to IO degrees below. 
Summer in .Northern Fram e is cool, 
as compared with most of the United 
States, the average temperature for 
July and August, the warmest months, 
being 63 to 65 degrees, even lower 
than along our northern border. Mod­ 
erately hot weather sometimes occurs, 
but extremely high temperatures, such 
as occasionally are experienced 
in 
much of tho United States, are un­ 
known in France. 
Temperature 
as 
high as IOO never has heen reported 
In France, while in the United States 
IOO to HO degrees have occurred gen­ 
erally. 
With the transition from winter to 
spring the rapid warming up, familiar 
to residents of most sections of the 
United States, is not so noticeable in 
France, the average temperature for 
March being only 2 to 4 degrees high­ 
er than for February. 
April and May 
are moderately cool and not unpleas­ 
ant, the length of tho day increases 
much more rapidly than in most sec­ 
tions of the United States, and then* 
is a correspondingly large increase in 
the amount of sunshine, while rain­ 
fall is comparatively light, although 
occurring rather frequently. 
The summers are pleasant as com­ 
pared with much of th** United States, 
the day temperatures being 
mostly 
moderate and the nights cool. 
Oc­ 
casionally hot weather is experienced, 
but the heat is not so excessive and 
the heated periods are usually of short 
duration. 
Fall ah o is usually pleasant, especi­ 
ally in September and October. 
The 
rainfall usually becomes heavier, how*, 
ever.
